They point out, and they cite 
facts and figures to support their po- 
sition, that the German assault al- 
ready has failed. becaus« - It was un- 
able to reach its objective before tie 
French reinforcements from the south 
w.ire brought up. The Germans as a 
result of terrible losses which they 
sustained were compelled to throw 
their reserves into the fight much 
faster than they had planned. The re- 
sult Is that today practically their en- 
tire forces available for action In the 
north have been engaged and ore dis- 
organized because of their 
heavy 
losses. 
Outstanding today, officials say, Is 
the fact that trench warfare has been 
definitely passed. All oloug the lines 
In the north there will be increased 
open fighting- it is believed here. 
In 
this the Germans will have little ad- 
vantage despite the fact that they 
have trained their men along that 
line. 
The British armies in France have 
been trained in trench warfare and 
trench defense, but those -which were 
held in England and aro now replac- 
ing the tired veterans all along the 
front lines have been1 given thorough 
instructions in open fighting. The 
French and American troops also have 
been educated in this way. As a mat- 
ter of fact, General Pershlng is one of 
the strongest advocates of open fight- 
ing- that there is in the United Suites 
army and he is an expert in every 
phase of that work. 


Fall Of Chancellor 


Causes Wrong Of 
Diplomacy Revealed

London, March 28.—Tho 
personal 


memorandum of Prince Lichnowsky, 
revealing the Inner wrongs of German 
diplomacy which has caused much 
feeling- in Germany against the for- 
mer ambassador 
to Great Britain, 
leaked out last summer through the 
German general staff after the fall of 
Chancellor Von Bethmann Holweg. 
This statement Is made by the social- 
ist organ Vorwaerts of Berlin and pub- 
lished by the Times, which also quotes 
from the Vorwaerts tho most import- 
ant points of the memorandum. In 
editorials in the 
disclosure by the 
prince the times says: 
"By a coincident as strong as it is 
opportune, passages of the memoran- 
dum in -which the former German am- 
bassador fixed the grullt for the war 
upon his own government, reached us 
as the fiercest and bloodiest conflict is 
at Its height, at the moment when 
mankind la filled with anguish at the 
carnage on the great battle field. All 
eyes will turn to his account of tho 
policy which brought this visitatio 
upon the world. 
"He hasn't a shadow of a doub 
about the responsibility for the war 
Without hesitation he fastens it upo 
Germany. 
The German militarist 
were inexcusable, they would not suf 
fer Berthehold to give way. When h 
flinched they forced his hand. The 
delivered'an ultimatum to Russia an 
the next day declared war upon he 
although the Russian 
emperor 
ha 
pledg-cd his word while the negotia 
tlon continued not a man shoul 
march. 
'We deliberately destroye 
the possibility of a peaceful settle 
meat,' is the f ormer 
ambassador* 
judgment. 
He cannot feel surprise: 
that 'the whole civilized world outsid 
of Germany attributes to us sole gull 
for the world war.' The whole stor> 
which he records reiterates this' judg 
ment and cannot be recognized wltt 
any other."

FRENCH ARMIES ARE 
MORE HEALTHY THAN 
WHEN THE WAR BEG AN 


[BT ASSOCIATED PHESS.] 
French Front, March 28.—French 
armies in the field are more healthy 
than at tho beginning of the war, say 
the medical reports. This Is attrib- 
uted to hygienic precaution and tho 
betterments Introduced In the housing 
and care of the men. 
Typhoid and analogous diseases 
have been very rare. During the first 
ten days of January this year only 
seventeen cases were reported as tho 
total In all the French armies, where- 
as In December, 1914, and January, 
1915, 
the averag-e reached well over 
four figures and was very disquieting. 
The disappearance of these dangerous 
maladies is attributed by the doctors 
to the Introduction at the end of Jan- 
uary, 1916, of compulsory inoculation 
of 
the 
troops with 
anti-typhoid 
serum. 
The remarkable health of the sol- 
diers In the field is the more striking 
when the conditions under which they 
live when on active service In tho 
trenches is taken into consideration. 
Then for weeks on end they are sub- 
jcted- to the most severe trials. They 
must execute all the numerous chores 
inseparable from being cut off from 
tho usual life of mankind. In every 
kind of weather they have to bring 
up to the front lines supplies of food 
and ammunition. 
They 
have 
to 
stand on guard in rain and snow and 
mud for days at a time.. 
When not on actual (ruard duty 
they- pass their time In crowded and 
damp dug-outs wherj the air Is al- 
ways bad. At all times Tn the front 
line sectors they are compelled to 
take their rest while fully dressed 
and equipped so as to be ready for n. 
call to flg-ht. Their food Is brought 
to them by comrades Just as dirty as 
themselves, and, as thero are no op- 
portunities to wash, it is handled by 
hands covered with mud and grease. 
In fact, all tho surroundings of the 
soldier in the front line are such as 
to breed disease, vet they seem rap- 
Idly to accustom themselves to them 
anil to maintain their health. 
Even throat and chest 
troubles 
have diminished among th« troops, 
thanks to the improved conditions In 
the rest camps, where on 
coming 
down from thn front lines the soldiers 
are now provided each with ft trestle 
jed raised from tho ground, which 
s the acme of comfort compared with 
•he bundle of damp "straw usual in 
1914 and 1315. 
Measles and scarlatina, which were 
onco so prevalent, break out now only 
lere nnrt there. The report of the 
:en days already mentioned tells of 
only flfty-nino coses of measles and 
fifty-three of scarlatina in the entire 
army. 
Trench-feet, 
brought about by

Jae Davies and 
Red Dragon Berger. 
Ho scored the 
socialist platform 
many times and 
told the audience how the eyes of the 
entire nation were on Wisconsin and 
that he only way 
this state could 


prove that they -were behind the ad- 
ministration was to elect Joseph E. 
Davies, the man 
President Wilson 


•wanted. 
In speaking- of Lenroot, Mr. Hogan 
stated that Lenroot, in voting in the

Portland, Me., March 2S.—The po- 
litical pot In Maine began to sizzle to- 
day with the holding .of the state Ke-' 
publican convention in this city. The 
Democrats are due to hold their con- 
vention here on April 3- 
Col. Theodore 
Roosevelt, 
having 
made such rapid recovery since his 
recent illness, is scheduled to make 
the principal address before the Re- 
publican meeting:. Former Governor 
Martin H. Qlynn of Now 1 ork has 
been selected to deliver tho principal 
address before the Democratic con- 
vention. 
His address ivill bo on na- 


tional affairs. 
Both Democratic - and P.epubhcan 
party leaders have mapped out' their 
campaigns for tho spring elections, 
and several candidates have filed their 
preliminary nomination papers. 


Gov. 
Carl K. Milllkon. who 
wos 
elected a year ago last September by 
the second largest vote ever po led in 
tho state, has announced himself as a 
candidate for renomination "J the Ke- 
publican primaries, which will beheld 
on the third Monday in Juno. 
It looks as if tho nominee of the 
Democratic party for governor would 
bo Bertrand G. Mclntire 
of, East 
Waterford 
Mr. Mclntire is a former 
chapman of the Boston state assess- 


ors, a former member of tho legisla- 
ture and a former sheriff of Oxford 
C°The Republican fight for 
United 
States senator will probably be made 
by ex-Congressman Frank.E. Guerns- 
sey of Dover, -who was defeated in the 
primaries two yeara ago by tho pres- 
ent senator, Bert M. Fernald, of West 
Poland. Senator Fernald has already 
filed his papers for renomination. 
Obadiah Gardner of Rockland will 
make the fight for the United States 
senate for tho Democratic party^ Mr. 
Gardner was the Democratic candi- 
date for governor in 1908 and was 
defeated in the Democratic conven- 
tion in 1910 at Auf?usta by ex-Gov- 
ernor Frederick W. Plaisted.
